1 . REFLECTING JAPAN'S DEEP-SEATED ANXIETY OVER CONTINUING 
MID-EAST TENSION AND THE IMPACT ANOTHER WAR COULD HAVE ON 
ITS OIL SUPPLY, ALL MEDIA GIVING EXTENSIVE COVERAGE TO 
THIS WEEK'S CAMP DAVID SUMMIT. COMMENTARY PLACES GREAT 
SIGNIFICANCE ON PRESIDENT CARTER'S PARTICIPATION "AS FULL 
PARTNER AND NOT MERELY AS MEDIATOR," WITH NETWORKS 
DESCRIBING HIM AS "PUTTING HIS POLITICAL LIFE ON THE 
LINE." YOMIURI EDITORIAL, REFERRING TO SUMMIT AS GREAT 
GAMBLE, SAYS: "IF PRESIDENT CARTER, WHO IS STAKING HIS 
POLITICAL LIFE ON THE SETTLING OF THE MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM. 

TIDES OVER THE TALKS, HE WILL BE ABLE TO TAKE BOLD 
MEASURES DURING HIS THIRD YEAR IN OFFICE." GENERAL 
TONE OF SPECULATION, HOWEVER, IS PESSIMISTIC, TYPIFIED BY 
SANKEI'S REFERENCE TO TALKS AS "LAST CHANCE TO REVERSE 
LOSS OF MOMENTUM TOWARD PEACE RESULTING FROM EGYPT-ISRAEL 
CONFRONTATION," AND CONTINUING, "THE OUTLOOK IS NOT EASY. 
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WE PRAY FOR PRESIDENT CARTER'S POSITIVE MEDIATION EFFORTS." 
INFLUENTIAL NIHON KEIZAI GLUMLY POINTS OUT THAT "FAILURE 
OF CAMP DAVID SUMMIT COULD LEAD TO COLLAPSE OF MIDDLE 
EAST NEGOTIATIONS WHICH IN TURN COULD INTENSIFY THE 
CONFLICT. CAUSE ANOTHER FLARE-UP OF ARAB OIL PROBLEM AND 
INVITE SOVIET INTERVENTION." IN REACTION TO RATHER 
WIDESPREAD EXPECTATION THAT CARTER WILL PROPOSE STATIONING 
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OF U.S. FORCES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, MAINICHI SAYS: 

"....IT WOULD SEEM IMPOSSIBLE FOR THIS PLAN TO RECEIVE

IMBALANCE, DR. PAUL ANDRISANI, PROFESSOR OF INDUSTRIAL

NORTHEAST ASIA" AT SAPPORO AMERICAN CENTER, POST ARRANGED 
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VARIOUS APPOINTMENTS WITH EMBASSY POLITICAL OFFICERS AND 
KEY INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS SPECIALISTS IN TOKYO. NEXT 
WEEK DR. HINTON WILL CONTINUE ON TO FUKUOKA AND TO NAHA 
WHERI HE WILL PARTICIPATE IN AN ICA-SPONSORED PROGRAM 
AT THE UNIVERSITY OF THE RYUKYUS UNDER THE SUPERVISION 
OF CONSUL GENERAL STRAUS. THIS IS FIRST SUBSTANTIVE 
PROGRAM AT UNIVERSITY IN WHICH WE HAVE BEEN ENGAGED ON 
POLICY CONCERNS. POST PLANS CONTINUED CLOSE COOPERATION
